The Council was oallod to order by the layor. Roll call showed
the following present: Mayor Wooldridge, Councilmen Anthony, iiaynes, and
Powell, 4; absent, Councilman Lartholomew, 1,

The minutes of August 15 and subsequent meetings were resd and
approved by a vote of 4 yeas, no nays,

A delegation of 24 women representing the W, C, T, U,, Equal Suf-
frage Association, Humane B8ooiety, Speedway Central L. E, Church, Hyde Park
Christian Church, First Presbyterian, Cumberland Presbvyterian, First
Southern Presbyterian, Highland Prenbyteriun.iﬂiﬁo Par%_?raabytorian. East
Avenue Baptist, and Ward Memorial M. E, Churches,,requesting the Counoil
to require the removal of saloon signs from premises in Austin whioch were
formerly occupied by saloons, xrs, M, B, lioreland and others addressed
the Couneil on this subject.

The Mayor then laid before the Council the following resolution:

Whereas, liquor saloons were duly and legally banished from the
City of Austin, by vote of the people, on the 2nd day of Marxrch, 1918;

Whereas, the conspicuous lettered and pictured signs which adver-
tised the presence of these snloons in Austin, prior to Kareh 2, 1918,
have in many cases never been removed; and,

Whereas, thense signs are calculated to mislead persons unacquainted
with the true state of affairs with respect to these saloons, and are cal-
culated to give, and do give, a bad reputation to the City of Austin, par-
ticularly with persons coming here from other points; therefore,

RESOLVED BY 'HE CITY CQUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the owners and occupants of all property bearing saloon and
liquor signs, within the limits of the City of Austin, be and they are
hereby required to at once take down, remove and erase all such signs;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

That the police of the City of Austin be and they are hersby
instructed to enforoe the carrying into effect of this order,

The resolution was possed by vote of 4 yeas, no nays.

APPROVED, August 22, 1918: A, P. Wooldridge, layor.

Mre., l'orrest Farley of the same delegation presented the request
that the Layor proolaim a daily moment of prayer for victorgin the war,

Mre, William E, Hawkins told of the want of suiltadble drinking water
for plonio parties at barton Springs, and offered the suggestion that
trash be regularly removed from the cement-inclosed epring and that plao-
ards be posted in the vicinity warning the people not to throw melon rinds
and other trash into it., The Mayor stated that he would follow out this
suggestion,

Capt. L. Theo Bellmont of the School of Military Aeronautiocs was
before the Council and explained a plan being worked out by the three
local military schools looking to the regular patrolling of the streets
by military police, by way of assistance to the city police in controlling
and safeguarding the interests of the men in uniform.
